Some decisions regarding the taxatiui 
of deeds, leues. mortgages, etc., which 
will be of much benefit to the many who 
are still ll doubt as to certain contingen 
cies, have been received by Deputy Col 
lector Davis: 

Deeds, mortgages, lease? and power* 
of attorney which were executed and 
acknowledged prior to Ju!y lit 1808, 
not delivered until after that d»te. 
subject to tax. 

Mortgages which were executed, 
knowledged and delivered previous 
July 1st, 189S, but were not presented 
for record until said date or thereafter, 
must be stamped. Deeds, leases and 
powers of attorney which were executed, 
acknowledged and delivered and were id 
full force and operation previous to July 
1st, 1866. are not required by law to be 
stamped, unless there is some local 
statute requiring their record as an eie 
ment of validity. 

In the matter of conveyances, 'he 
word "sold" is not the governing word 
in the paragraph relating thereto The 
instrument that vests title is subject to 
taxation, and if it is a deed where the 
consideration is "love and affection" it 
should be taxed according to the actual 
value of the property conveyed and 
vested under trust deeds The taxation 
is also in proportion to the actual value 
of the property 
A deed made to correct errors or supply

A deed terminating a trust and re 
vesting title should be stamped according 
to the amount required on the trust deed 
that is released or terminated. 

In an assignment of a mortgage nott 
when a part of the principal has been 
paid previous to such assignment, the 
tax is based on this principal sum. less 
the payment There should be some 
direct evidence of this fact of reduction 



The assignment or transfer of a lease 
is taxed upon that portion of the term of 
the leaae that Is unexpired at the time of 
making such transfer 

Id cases where realty :s told subject to 
mortgage, the tax levied is upon the 
wnole value of the property, regardless 
of any incumbrances it may have. 

Powers of attorney contained in a 
mortgage deed are subject to a tax of 
twenty Ave cents, in addition to the tax 
imposed in the mortgage 

A certificate of acknowledgment is not 
taxed in addition to the tax imposed on 
the instrument to which the acknowledg- 
ment is made 

Certified copies of records given by 
clerks or recorders are subject to a tax of 

There is no provision in the law re- 
quiring a Collector or bis Deputy or 
other officer of the Government to cer- 
tify that an instrument is exempt from 
taxation when presented for record.
